any group could read music — 
even the simplest line of music.

Fewer could sing 
it without music. Fewer of the 
children could sing it. 


Less than half of the partici- 


pants could sing one part of a 
familiar round. 


Only one in 10 could repeat a 


simple melodic phrase. 


The central 
part of the 


United States produced slightly 
higher percentages than the 
rest of the country. Individuals 


in rural communities showed 
only a slight 
disadvantage 


when compared with the na- 
tion.

Texas Legislature created a 
f>iant new county in 1846 out of 
the old Sterling C. Roberlson 
colonial 
land 
grant,

decided to name il afler Jose 
Antonio Navarro, one of the 
founders of Texas. 


'It is said that the Senator 


from Bexar was asked to 
suggest a name for the county 
seat, and he promptly said, 
"Let il be Corsicana for my 
father's place of birth." His 
falher, Don Angel Navarro, was 
born on the island of Corsica. 


Navarro was a member of the 


legislature of Coahuila and 
Texas and Iried often lo have 
Texas separaled from Coahuila. 
One of Ihe signers of Ihe Texas 
EJeclaralion of Independence, 
lie was a member of the ill-fated 


• Santa Fe expedition and was 


imprisoned in Mexico. He was a 
member of the Stale Senate of 
Texas in 1848.

..Navarro County was George W. 
ajjill, wlio sellled on what is now 
^Spring Hill about 1828. Cor-

rates later this year. 


In the recent past those hopes 


remained 
unfulfilled, 
so 


forecasters are under greater 
pressure now to state their case 
in 
specifics 
rather 
than 


generalities. Here are some of 
the specifics that support their 
views: 


—Much of the huge increase 


in oil has now worked its way 
through the production process 
to the point of sale. It is unlikely 
that any future increases will be 
of the same magnitude. 


—Commodity 
price 
in- 


creases, although they con- 
tinue, aren't of the same 
magnitude as they were during 
the past year. 


—The world's harvests show 


signs of being more abundant 
than in the past year or so, 


indicating some lessening of 
pressure on food prices. 


—Removal of price controls, 


while it might cause some 
immediate price increases, will 
tend to make some products 
more available and thus cause a 
levelling of prices over a period 
of months. 


—There are indications that 


wage and benefit settlements in 
major labor contracts are likely 
to be only moderate, a reaction 
to an anticipated rise in the 
unemployment rate. 


—Inflation and shrinking 


buying power is likely to con- 
vince many consumers that 
spending for big ticket items 
should be postponed. 


But there's still another side 


of the forecasts. A lot of hope 
still lies at the root of those as 
sumptions, nourishing an op- 
timism that isn't shared by all. 


Critics of the consensus point 


out that: 


—Harvests tend to be un- 


predictable. While the United 
States can look forward to a 
record wheat harvest, for

sample, can the same be said 
of all the world's wheat and rice 
producers? 


Moreover, 
the increased 


demands for foods reflect a 
longterm situation—the rise in 
the world's population, coupled 
with a desire for more 
nutritional balance throughout 
the world. 


—Nobody can say for sure 


what effect the removal of price 
controls will have. Some of the 
increases already announced 
are in very basic areas, steel 
and automobiles, for example, 
which affect prices of other 
goods and services. 


—Despite high interest rates, 


business continues to lay plans 
for massive spending on plant 
and equipment. While this 
might 
make 
them 
more 


productive, more efficient over 
the long term, it could add to 
inflation and interest rates this 
year. 


—Some economists doubt that 


wage demands will remain 
moderate, espceically since the 
buying power of wage earners is 
declining. They are, in fact, 
surprised at labor's stance.

WASHINGTON - (NBA) - 


Brice Cecil has a confession. 
An executive of the American 
Petroleum Institute, 
fully 


concerned with the nation's 
oil shortage, Cecil nonethe- 
less says he is one of millions 
of Americans who annually 
and routinely toss away 
hundreds of millions of 
gallons of perfectly good 
black gold. 


He drains his automobile 


crankcase. 


"I've done it myself for 


years," he adds. "If 1 had tIn- 
service station do it, the old 
oil might be collected and 
reused. But since I do it at my 
home, the oil is simply dis- 
carded. I put it in the gar- 
bage can, and when the 
scavenger picks it up he 
takes it to the dump. It's a 
shame, the waste." 


Indeed it is. Oil is an agent 


which doesn't wear out, there 
is no reason much of it can't 
be recycled into infinity; yet 
Cecil has an API study which 
indicates that of the 3.5 
billion gallons of lubricating 
oil consumed annually in the 
United States, only a fraction 
of it is used more than once. 


Much of the lube fluid is 


burned in first use, says Cecil, 
"about 70 per cent of the 
total." But of the estimated 1 
billion gallons of recoverable 
oil, only about half is being 
recycled. In other words, 
perhaps 300 to 500 million 
gallons of good oil is annually 
discarded. 


If the discard were stop- 


ped, says Cecil, it could be 
made again into motor oil, 
lubricating gook, asphalt 
mix, even fuel - many of the 
things which do now and will 
in the future demand new oil 
from the increasing pre- 
carious world supply. 


Yet how to stop the waste? 


Oil experts say the problem of 
collecting and reusing old oil 
is a perplexing and expensive 
one. There are, for example, 
220,000 service stations in the 
U.S., many of them in remote 
circumstances, and collect- 
ing their waste is a logistics 
nightmare. Also, there are 
the home handymen, who ac- 
count for approximately 40 
per cent of all motor oil pur- 
chases and who show no signs 
of being disposed to take 
their old oil to any com- 
munity pickup. Besides all 
this, says API's Cecil, "it is 
usually cheaper to make new 
oil than re-refine the old." 


Then, too, the nation has 


never encouraged oil recyc- 
ling. Representatives of the 
country's oil re-refining in- 
dustry, never a giant busi- 
ness, say that governmental 
apathy and public ignorance 
h a v e chased m a n y re- 
refiners into other fields. 
Belton Williams, president of 
the Association of Petroleum 
Re-refiners, says his group 
has shrunk from 150 mem- 
bers a decade ago to about 40 
today. Largely because of 
high costs and low priority. 


Williams says his taxes per 


gallon of produced oil have 
risen 9 cents in recent years. 
At the same time the big oil 
companies have continued to 
refuse to allow anything but 
new oil sold in their service 
station outlets. Finally, the 
re-refiners have been hurt 
.severely by environmental

proliTlion legislation; oil riv 
ret'ining produces a stubborn 
sludge which costs dearly to 
unload. 


Thus the shrinking interest 


in petroleum recycling. API 
estimates only 80 to 100 mil- 
lion gallons oi' waste oil is re- 
ret'ined todav. 


And at the same time this 


good use of old oil is lading, a 
bad use is on (he rapid rise. 
Spokesmen for the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
says that business, industry 
and even some communities 
are increasing their use of 
waste oil for fuel. 


In Hawaii, as example, 


petroleum scavenger George 
Camp says he has been giving 
his entire island collection to 
the Hawaiian Electric Co., 
which uses it as part of the 
fuel for its generators. "1 
don't refine the stuff." says 
Camp. "1 sift out the old 
sparkplugs and grease rags, 
but that's all. I'm told it burns 
very well and is comparable 
with high grade fuel.' 


In addition to its high BTU 


count, the waste oil fuel is 
also highly polluted. Much of 
t h e 
o i l c o m e s 
f r o m 


crankcases, thus is shotgun- 
ned with metallic particles. 
One study indicates that 
when crankcase oil is used 
for fuel it can produce as 
much as 1,000 pounds of 
metallic oxides for every 
10,000 gallons burned. Says 
Dr. David Shearer of the 
EPA: "Burning it is a very 
bad practice. EPA would be 
foolish to condone this type of 
activity." 


Yet despite the noxious 


side effects, many observers 
feel that even the burning of 
old oil is preferable to tossing 
it away. For one thing: toss- 
ing it is polluting in itself, 
since discarded oil often 
seeps its way into rivers and 
oceans. For another: the na- 
tion can't afford eliminating 
any of its oil potential. 


Petroleum authorities such 


as API's Cecil believes the 
United States would do well 
to expand its waste oil collec- 
tion to include every old 
drop. And if it's too much for 
private industry, the country 
might consider a subsidized 
approach. Germany, for ins- 
tance, has instituted an oil 
surcharge which is used to 
s u b s i d i z e s c a v e n g e r s . 
Baltimore, Md., has a com- 
munity scavenger paid by tax 
money. The state of Massa- 
chusetts, currently calling for 
the keeping of precise waste 
oil records, is moving toward 
subsidization. 


And until the nation does 


move to plug the leak, home 
handymen can do something 
unilaterally. Besides keeping 
the thermostat down, the 
lights off and the chimney 
Hue closed, they can discard 
their old oil in a service sta- 
tion sump. It may take some 
audacity to ask for the per- 
mission, and the owner may 
grumble,.but in these times 
it's better to be presumptuous 
than profligate.

Infanticide in Japan Poses Problem 


Ancient Practices Still Baffle Officials 


TOKYO (AP) — Despite eas- 


ily available abortions and the 
traditional Japanese love for 
children, this country's ancient 
practice of killing unwanted 
babies remains a disturbing 
problem for police and social 
scientists. 


There seems to be no clear 


pattern as to why some Japa- 
nese parents abandon or kill 
their newborn children. Never- 
theless, about 180 to 200 infants 
in their first year are murdered 
in'Japan each year. 


"With the spread of con- 


traception and liberalized abor- 
tion available in Japan, women 
appear to tend to regard preg- 
nancy and child birth as some- 
thing controllable and not a gift 
from heaven," said Dr. Noriko 
Sato, an associate of the Inter- 
national 
Psychoanalysis 


Association. 


"Maybe women are abandon- 


ing or killing their babies with 
the same easy feeling as in tak- 
ing a pill." 


In ancient times Japanese 


fanners beset by bad crops and 
food shortages left their infant 
daughters on mountain slopes to 
die. In the cities, poor children 
were often left on street corners 
or doorsteps, where they stood a 
good chance of being found. 


Life is still hard in Japan, and 


most people live in terribly 
cramped quarters. But present 
studies indicate that only about 
20 per cent of Japan's in- 
fanticides are due to economic 
causes, the rest being attributed 
to the emotional instability of 
the parents or simply their 
unwillingness to care for the 
child. 


The methods of child murder 


also have changed. Instead of

street corners and mountain- 
sides, Japanese are turning 
more and more to the steel coin- 
operated lockers at railway and 
bus stations to dispose of their 
children. Last year 45 infant 
corpses were found in lockers, 
compared to eight in 1972 and 
three in 1971. 


In the first three months of 


1974, the bodies of 13 babies and 
one living infant were dis- 
covered inside the luggage 
lockers. If that rate continues, 
about 90 babies will be left in 
lockers this year. 


Even more grisly cases have 


been reported recently in the 
Japanese press. 


In one case the 26-year-old 


wife of a taxi driver put her 2- 
month-old daughter in an in- 
cinerator. Other mothers have 
killed their children, then at- 
tempted suicide, and others 
have leaped in front of trains 
while holding their children. 


Although the reason for the 


phenomenon remains unknown, 
experts feel that mothers, in 
many cases unmarried or aban- 
doned by their husbands, either 
do not have the money for an 
abortion or do not know how to 
obtain one. 


Japan legalized abortion in 


the 1950s as a means of cutting 
down its birth rate, which ex- 
perts concede that it did. 


About 730,000 legal abortions 


were performed in Japan last 
year. That means at least 2\z 
per cent of the country's 29.5 


million women between 15 and 
49 years old had pregnancies 
aborted, generally at a cost of 
between $90 and $107.

Now Being Perfected? 


HOUSTON ( A P ) - A Houston 


urologist describes as "in- 
creasingly effective" an arti- 
ficial device which is implanted 
in the male sex organ to help 
impotent patients have sexual 
intercourse. 


Dr. V. Brantley Scott was to 


report on the surgery today at a 
urology seminar being held in 
conjunction 
with 
the Texas 


Medical Association's 107th an- 
nual session. 


Scott said in an interview 


Thursday night that 22 men 
ranging in age from 23 to the 
mid-70s have had the penile 
erection prosthesis implanted 
during the past 14 months. 


He said 13 of the 22 are ac- 


tively participating in sexual 
intercourse, several for the first 
time in years. 


Of 
the 
remaining nine 


patients, five are still recov- 
ering from the surgery and the 
other four had only occasional 
sexual relations. 


"We have been pleased at the 


relatively few problems per- 
taining to the implanted de- 
vices," said Scott, an associate 
professor of urology at Baylor 
College of Medicine. 


The 22 operations were per- 


formed at St. Luke's Episcopal 
Hospital here. 


Scott said he no longer con- 


siders use of the prosthesis ex- 
perimental but rather an in- 
vestigative procedure which 
"may hold promise" for an un- 
told number of impotent men. 


All but one of the patients had 


impotence problems due to 
diseases or accidents. The one 
exception stemmed from com- 
plicated psychological factors. 


Scott said the prosthesis is a 


cylinder-shaped piece of elastic 
silicone rubber which is im- 
planted into the tissues of the 
penis. 


It is controlled by a hydraulic 


system composed of a fluidfilled 
reservoir, valves and a pump to 
permit the patients to inflate 
and deflate the device at will, he 
said. 


Scott said all patients have 


received comprehensive psy- 
chiatric evaluations prior to 
surgery. Each is participating 
in a long-term followup study to 
assess the emotional aspects 
involved. 


So far, Scott said, his 22 


patients are the only ones to re- 
ceive this type of artificial de- 
vice. Six more are scheduled for 
surgery next week. He said he 
will soon start training other 
urologists to do the procedure.

Misconceptions Abound About 
Phraseology of Big Business

NEW YORK (AP) - There 


are certain automatic phrases 
and assumptions about which 
the citizenry should be especial- 
ly wary and critical, lest they 
fill their heads with miscon- 
ceptions and disillusionment. 


This has long been so. For two 


decades Americans referred to 
"the balance of payments" and 
took pride in the nation's 
trading 
accomplishments, 


mindless of the fact that it 
really was an imbalance and 
the country was bleeding. 


Incredibly, you can still be 


served with the advice that 
stocks are a hedge against in- 
flation, although it is either a 
lucky or a brilliant investor who 
could demonstrate that con- 
tention during the past five 
years. 


There are lots more miscon- 


ceptions. For many months you 
had the banks encouraging 
people to chase after daily 
compounding, suggesting that 
there was a big advantage over 
quarterly compounding, when 
in fact it was a matter of pen- 
nies. 


These are harmless, however,

when compared to that auto- 
matic response that comes from 
government officials about "the 
fight against inflation." What 
fight, what battle, you ask? 


The response comes back 


automatically — the freeze, the 
controls, the promises, the de- 
dication. But then you look at 
the government red ink and you 
question whether rhetoric and 
appearance constitute the real 
effort. 


While extolling the virtues of 


the balanced 
budget, 
the 


present administration will, by 
the end of the present fiscal 
year, have exceeded its reve- 
nues by about $68 billion. And 
another deficit is anticipated for 
1975. 


Almost any economist will 


readily agree that spending in 
excess of revenues, especially 
to such a degree, is a funda- 
mental and 
probably 
the 


strongest contributant to in- 
flation. 


Another phrase repeated so 


often that it is seldom ques- 
tioned anymore is this: The 


prime rate is the interest rate 
commercial banks charge their 
most credit-worthy corporate 
customers. It is now 11 per cent, 
a record high. 


But is it effectively 11 per 


cent, or might it even be more? 
Yes it could. A lot of very good 
customers pay considerably 
more than 11 per cent even 
though their credit rating is as 
worthy as any in the land. 


Li addition to paying a frac- 


tional percentage over the 
prime rate they are also asked 
to leave '^0 per cent of the loan 
on deposit. That might bring the 
rate to an effective 14 per cent, 
although that in turn is reduced 
by the interest earned on the 
deposit. 


But the effective rate is in- 


fluenced upward by another 
possibility — that the loan 
might be amortized, or paid 
back in installments over a pe- 
riod of time. That has the effect 
of making an 11 per cent rate 
come out to more than 20 per 
cent in simple interest. 


More disillusionment is prob- 


ably spread by so-called cost of 
living adjustments 
than any 


other misconception.

"We are trying to understand 


the bagic dynamics of tornado 
formation. Through the use of 
numerical studies on the com- 
puter, we are able to prove or 
disprove the theoretical possi- 
bility of certain causes of tor- 
nadoes."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Viet- 


nam-era veterans, like Ameri- 
can veterans of other wars, are 
being offered numerous bene- 
fits by their states in addition 
to those provided by the federal 
government. 


Most of the tangible benefits, 


however, are for those severely 
disabled in military service and 
survivors of those who die in 
service. 


However, 15 states and Guam 


offer the Vietnam-era veterans 
something Uncle Sam has given 
only to World War I veterans, 
special bonuses for military 
service. Some limit payment to 
ihose who served in the combat 
zone, and some pay more mon- 
ey for combat service than oth- 
er service. 


The bonuses range from a 


maximum of $1,600 in North 
Dakota to $100 in Illinois. The 
amount in 11 states depends on 
length of service, while four 
states and Guam make flat 
payments. The legislators or 
voters have provided nearly $1 
billion in appropriations or 
bond issues to finance them so 
far. 


Every state has dozens of 


laws dealing with veterans, 
many of them legal technical- 
ities to protect veterans' rights. 
And some are outdated, such as 
Alabama laws granting bonuses 
and free hunting and peddler li- 
censes to Confederate veterans. 


Many states have updated 


their laws to give Vietnam-era 
veterans most of the same ben- 
efits as veterans of other wars, 
but many have not and some 
are in the process of doing so. 


Aside from the bonuses, the 


principal state benefits are free 
tuition to state colleges and 
trade schools for severely dis- 
abled veterans and survivors of 
those who died in service. Ohio, 
one of the bonus states, doubles 
its bonus if the veteran takes it 
in educational benefits.

Most states give disabled vet- 


erans free or reduced-cost auto 
license tags and many give 
them free hunting, fishing and 
peddler licenses. 


Several states offer property 


lax exemptions for disabled or 
indigent veterans. Many offer 
veterans' job preference in pub- 
lic jobs. Most follow federal 
law in not taxing federal veter- 
ans' benefits. 


There has been no strong agi- 


tation for a federal bonus since 
that of World War I. Then Con- 
gress voted in 1924 to give the 
veterans "adjusted service cer- 
tificates" payable in the future 
with interest. The amount de- 
pended on how much service a 
man saw. 


The bonus march to Washing- 


ton in the Depression days of 
1932 was to try to force pay- 
ment. Congress did not vote the 
payment until 1936, with the av- 
erage payment around $500. 


The nearest thing to a federal 


bonus since then was the "52-20 
club" after World War II, when 
unemployed veterans were giv- 
en $20 a week for up to 52 
weeks of joblessness. 


The main federal benefits 


used by Vietnam-era veterans 
are GI educational payments, 
which they say are too low, 
home loan guarantees and med- 
ical care. Those disabled in 
service receive compensation 
based on degree of disability 
and rehabilitation. Some se- 
verely disabled qualify for spe- 
cially-equipped automobiles 
and grants for "wheelchair" 
homes. 


Widows of men who died in 


sen/ice and their children also 
get benefits such as com- 
pensation, education, medical 
care and home loan guarantees. 
Wives and children of men 100 
per cent disabled in service are 
entitled to education and 
medical care. 


Low income veterans who are 


totally disabled or over age 64 
and low-income widows qualify 
for pensions.

AUSTIN (AP) - It's an off 


year for the Daily Texan when it 
is not rated among the best 
college newspapers in the na- 
tion. 


The Texan has won nearly as 


many ail-American awards as 
the Texas football team. 


Many Texan exes insist years 


after they have turned profes- 
sional that it is still the best 
newspaper they ever worked 
for. 


It has been the training 


ground for some of Texas' best 
writers and editors for 74 years. 


The 1974 Texan had perhaps 


the highest potential of all. Its 
offices are lodged in a new $1.5 
million building with $250,000 in 
new equipment. Editor Michael 
Eakin and several of his staff 
are active investigative report- 
ers. 


Texan reporters regularly 


step over campus boundaries in 
their search for news and they 
occasionally step on toes. 


It is the most liberal daily 


newspaper in Texas—Regent 
Frank Erwin of Austin once 
said it was run by a "radical 
clique." 


And it is in apparent financial 


trouble. 


University regents voted 


March 15 that beginning with 
the fall semester students no 
longer will be required to pay 
for the Texan when they regis- 
ter. They may pay a $3.30 op- 
tional fee. 


A hand-lettered epitaph soon 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Jack Kee- 


ver of The Associated Press 
Capitol Bureau was managing 
editor of the Daily Texan at the 
University of Texas 1959-60, a 
time, he recalls, when Texan 
staff members worried most 
about whether headlines would 
fit the space and how much 
sports copy should be allowed 
on the front page.

Nearly 5,000 students protest- 


ed at two rallies in March, 
chanting "Get Erwin Out." 
More than 50 legislators and 
numerous 
professors 
and 


clergymen recorded support of 
the Texan. 


There were veiled legislative 


threats about cutting the uni- 
versity's budget. 


Apparently it will take a court 


order to settle the controversv. 


The regent ruling drys up the 


Texan's guaranteed income. 
Students have been required to 
pay for the paper whether they 
read it or not. The paper is 
placed in open boxes on cam- 
pus. 


General manager Lloyd Ed- 


monds says such mass circula- 
tion will be impossible without a 


mandatory fee, which funneled 
$136,650 to the Texan in 1972-73. 


A smaller circulation, Ed- 


monds says, could reduce ad- 
vertising, meaning fewer pages 
and less news. 


Why did the regents do what 


they did? 


School administrators insist 


the Texan's funds were cut to 
comply with a 1973 law requir- 
ing a reduction in fees of part- 
time students. The Texan, they 
reasoned, could stand the cut 
since it makes money from ad- 
vertising and a thousand or so 
paid mail subscriptions. 


"They've been rolling in mon- 


ey over there," said Erwin, cit- 
ing an $87,000 surplus which the 
paper and other school publica- 
tions built up. "They could give 
the paper away for the money 
they're making." 


Eakin and others claim the 


law is a smokescreen for Erwin 
to eliminate the Texan's finan- 
cial base. They feel he is chok- 
ing the life out of the paper. 


Eaking says Erwin declared 


he was going to get the Texan 
"and this is his last chance 
since 
his 
term 
ends 
in 


January." 


Erwin, 
commenting 
on 


charges that he is trying to 
cripple the Texan, said, "That's 
just as dishonest and wrong as 
many of the things they write. 
You can read the paper and see 
if it's being censored." 


He added in an interview, "I 


think they are irresponsible in 
that they publish factually 


wrong materials constantly. "1 
guess it's because they use in- 
experienced and immature 
people. 


••If the Texan has to be re- 


sponsible to their constituents, 
maybe they'll quit trying to de- 
stroy the university." 


Erwin 
especially 
noted 


editorials favoring an end to the 
regents' complete control of the 
$669 million Permanent Univer- 
sity Fund that helps supports 
the school. 


University President Stephen 


Spurr says, "The Daily Texan 
has always had complete edito- 
rial freedom, and this (regent 
ruling on funds) in no way 
jeopardizes that freedom." 


"We do not criticize the re- 


gents because they have taken 
away our mandatory funding," 
wrote Eakin's assistant, Ken 
McHam. "We damn their intent 
to punish The Texan .... because 
o' our political views." 


The conservative business- 


men who usually are selected as 
regents and the student editors 
often disagreed in public. 


One of the better-known is- 


sues came in 1956 when Editor 
Willie Morris insisted on repr- 
inting newspaper editorials 
criticizing a natural gas bill that 
would exclude producers from 
direct federal control. An esti- 
mated 66 per cent of Texas' tax 
income was coming from oil 
and gas, and regent Claude 
Voyle said, "We just want to 
hold Willie down to a college 
yell." 


The regents then prohibited 


the Texan from commenting on 
state legislative issues or candi- 
dates. It was not until 1973 that 
the Texan was allowed to again 
endorse political candidates. 


Past 
Texan-regent con- 


troversies pale when compared 
to those of the Erwin era. 


One reason is that Erwin has 


spent more time on university 
business than any other regent. 


Texan staffers weren't too 


surprised recently when they 
saw him, accompanied by a 
campus policeman with a mas- 
ter key, looking in locked Texan 
offices. 


Erwin seems to relish draw- 


ing student dissent. 


From 1965 through 1963, Er- 


win was instrumental: 


—In blocking free mail-outs of 


the Texan to legislators. 


—In causing an 
academic 


realignment and teacher work- 
load rules that drove off some of 
the most-acclaimed professors. 


—In trying to defend spending 


$1 million for the chancellor's 
residence. 


"I've told Frank several 


times that he was interfering in 
the administration too much," 
Jack Josey of Houston said 
when he was on the board. "Of 
course he doesn't think he is in- 
terfering. He thinks he is mere- 
ly setting policy." 


Others credit Erwin with 


keeping campus disruptions 
from getting out of hand. 


The Texan has gone as far as 


calling him a Longhorn sports

County Sheriff's Department, 
says plants are so sensitive 
they react when a human even 
thinks about cutting or burning 
ihem. 


Kuryliw, 51, of nearby Gar-

"LOS ANGELES (AP) - More 


jobs and more money for Span- 
ish-American programs are on 
tap because new figures show 
there are 1.5 million more 
people of Spanish origin today 
than listed in the 1970 census. 


A special report issued Fri- 


day by the U.S. Census Bureau 
put the number of Spanish-ori- 
gin people at 10.6 million, com- 
pared to 9.1 million in 1970.

American community leaders 
expect more government funds 
and jobs to be forthcoming. 


Robert Gnaizda, general con- 


sul of the Mexican-American 
Population Commission of Cali- 
fornia, said in California alone 
by 1980, the updated figures 
may result in as many as 160,- 
000 additional jobs and an extra 
$300 million in funds for special 
federal projects for his commu- 
nity. 


The report also showed the 


1972 median income for persons 
of Spanish origin was $8.180. 
about eight per cent higher than 
in 1971 but still nearly $3,000 
below the median income for all 
U.S. families. 


The report listed the Spanish 


origin population of California 
at about 3 million, with another 
2.2 million in Texas, 1.7 million 
in New York, and a total of 1.1 
million in New Mexico, Arizona 
and Colorado. 
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den City, uses a lie detector to 
demonstrate his point. He at- 
taches the part of the machine 
normally used to measure "the 
sweat on a person's hand" to 
the leaf of a plant. 


Plants give off water through 


their leaves, but Kuryliw says 
the amount varies and this, he 
said, is where plants' reaction 
to people is measured just as a 
human's reaction to questions 
in a lie detector test. 


Kuryliw said a philodendron 


borrowed from a nearby flor- 
ist's shop was left alone in a 
sunny spot and the needle on 
the polygraph machine barely 
moved. But when the plant was 
pinched or hit, the needle went 
crazy, reacting as if it were 
recording a human in pain. 


The philodendron was so sen- 


sitive to human communication 
it reacted wildly when a person 
nearby 
consciously 
thought 


about harming it, Kuryliw said. 


One afternoon, Kuryliw de- 


cided to use one of his wife's 
plants for an experiment while 
she was out of the house. 


"I couldn't get a thing out of 


the plant, but when my wife 
walked in the back door, the 
needle went wild," Kuryliw re- 
ported. "We got such a good re- 
action, I told her to ask it some 
questions." 


Kuryliw said his wife asked 


the plant if it wanted to be 
moved to either a bedroom or a 
nearby doorway and the needle 
didn't move noticeably. But 
when she asked it if it wanted 
to be moved over to the sliding 
glass door "the needle started 
jumping again." 


Asked about Kuryliw's ex- 


periments, Wayne State Univer- 
sity biologist Dr. Chester T. 
Duda said he didn't know why 
plant behavior "is 
different 


when different people come 
in." He said one theory is that 
one person may be wearing 
clothing which is lighter in col- 
or, and plants are sensitive to 
light. 


Whatever the reason, Kuryliw 


said he has found "a lot of 
people think plants can commu- 
nicate." Whether or not this 
communication can be trans- 
lated into a language humans 
can decipher still is a mystery, 
he said.

Surgery for Obese 
Is Getting Results 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - A 


new surgical procedure for 
grossly fat persons "won't get 
them into a modeling class," 
but it does offer a more normal 
life, a Houston surgeon said 
here last week. 


Dr. Peter B. Fisher said the 


operation involves shortening 
i he intestinal tract so that mor- 
bidly obese persons will absorb 
less nutrition from the food 
lliey eat and thus force their 
bodies to lose weight. 


In the procedure, said Fisher, 


ilie patient is actually "trading 
one disease for another." In 
order to lose the debilitating 
pounds of fat, the patient is giv- 
en "an abnormally short gut." 


The doctor said he surgically 


severs about a foot of the in- 
testine at the top end and joins 
it with about six inches of in- 
testine at the bottom end. This 
effectively bypasses 16'z feet of 
intestine 
and 
thereby sig- 


nificantly reduces absorption of 
food. The bypassed intestine re- 
mains healthy and can be real- 
tached if necessary. 


Fisher warns that the oper- 


ation is not complication-free, 
nor is it desirable for every 
overweight person. 


The side effects include 


diarrhea, a changed chemical 
balance and, occasionally, liver 
complications. 


As a result, the surgeon said 


the surgery should be per- 
formed only on patients willing 
to maintain at least a year of 
intensive medical observation 
as an out patient. 


The procedure, said Fisher, 


should be performed only on 
patients who are at least 100 
pounds overweight or weigh 


about twice their normal 
weight. 
"These people are medical 


failures," he said. "All other 
attempts at controlling their 
weight have not worked. Medi- 
cal science doesn't understand 
why these people gain the 
weight they do. This procedure 
is really only a stop gap meas- 
ure for a medically desperate 
patient." 


In a year-long follow up with 


53 patients who received the op- 
eration, he said, only eight got 
what he termed "bad results." 
The rest experienced a 35 to 40 
per cent loss of weight. 


The patients weighed an av- 


erage .of 310 pounds prior to 
surgery, and five were over 400 
pounds. A year after the oper- 
ation, the average weight was 
206 pounds and 21 were under 
200 pounds. 


Of the eight who suffered 


"bad effects," he said, one died 
of an unrelated' ailment (a 
stroke); two had the operation 
reversed and "are now well 
and gaining the weight back"; 
one had a liver problem, yet 
unresolved; two have had in- 
sufficient weight loss, and two 
had "side effects so great it 
wasn't worth it." 


"I came out of the study feel- 


ing that with a good selection 
of patients," lie said, "that 90 
per cent will get good results." 


He said the surgery "won't 


get them into a modeling 
class," but they'll be able to 
hold down jobs and function 
better in life. 


Fisher presented a paper on 


the surgical procedure Friday 
at the convention here of the 
Texas Medical Association.

40,000 Tomato Plants a Big Surprise 


TAVARES, Fla. (AP) - 


Charles O'Neall fertilized his 
lawn with three tons of sludge, 
expecting it to produce lush 
^reen grass. Instead, he ended 
up with 40,000 tomato plants. 


"Ripe or green, I like them," 


said the 63-year-old O'Neall, a 
cabinet maker. "But I'm not a 
nut over them...and I'm sure I 
won't be after this is over." 


O'Neall said that when he 


started hauling the sludge in, a 
«"»'flge plant official told him 
he would probably later find a 
few tomato plants growing in 
his lawn. 


"Naturally, we thought we'd 


have some here and there, but 
certainly 
not 
this 
many," 


O'Neall added. "We've even got 
four or five watermelon and 
pumpkin vines in with them." 


Three different kinds of to- 


matoes surround the couple's 
white, two-bedroom home in 
Tavares, located in the heart of 
Central Florida's lake country. 


"We've got cherry tomatoes, 


the regular ones and one kind 
I'm not sure of," said Mrs. 
O'Neall. 


The plants, laden with to- 


matoes, are about two feet high 


and will be ready for harvest in 
two weeks. 


Asked how the sludge pro- 


duced tomato plants, O'Neall 
explains: "Well, I don't quite 
know how you say it politely, 
but they came from people. To- 
mato seeds aren't digested. 
They just pass through."

FORT WORTH (AP) - Mu-

"It's getting scary," said the 


25-year-old, soft-spoken magis- 
trate.

people seem to come unglued in 
my courtroom." 


One recent day, Steinberger 


said, the fifth person in three 
months fainted in his court- 
room as he was addressing 
him. 


"I had just finished setting 


bail for this guy, and I thought 
it Was modest, $1,250, because 
he had been accused of bur- 
glary of a business house, and 
he just, fainted dead away," 
Steinberger said. 


And that's not all. 
"I've had terrible luck with 


people who have come to my 
courtroom in the nine months 
I've been on the bench, not just 
fainting but heart attacks and 
even an epileptic fit," Steinber- 
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ger said. 


"One day I was considering a 


case when a man let out this 
blood-curdling 
scream 
and 


started writhing and gasping. 
Well I tell you, I almost lost 
control. Then someone told me 
he was having an epileptic seiz- 
ure," Steinberger said. 


Three months ago, he said, a 


woman came before him to 
plead a speeding ticket that her 
husband had received. The 
judge said he asked the woman 
where her husband was, and 
she replied: "He had to go out- 
side, he's having a heart at- 
tack." 


There was also the woman 


accused of murder, who, Stein- 
berger said, passed out and fell 
straight backward after he ad- 
dressed her. 


"If she hadn't had her hair 


combed straight back and 
rolled up into a big bun, she'd 
have knocked her brains out," 
Steinberger said. 


The judge, the son of a physi- 


cian, said he now asks every- 
one who comes before him if 
they feel all right. 


"God forbid that somebody 


should die in my courtroom," 
he said.

Bewildered, Saddened, Confused 
Nixon's Ex-Aides Look 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Five 


years ago, dozens of young 
people flocked to the White 
House to serve President Nixon. 
They had supped on the 
headiness of the 1968 campaign 
and were full of energy, ambi- 
tion, ideas and ideals. 


It had been, as one of them 


put it, "an extraordinary van- 
tage point," a chance to be in- 


.' volved in the highest levels of 


government, a tremendous ca- 
reer boost, an ego trip beyond 
their wildest dreams. 


Today most have departed, 


their rose-colored vision shat- 
tered or shredding at the seams. 
And they are bewildered, 
saddened, betrayed and con- 
fused by the complexities 
surrounding the Watergate 
scandal. 


And, with the release of the 


transcripts, it is soul searching 
time again, more whats and 
whys and hows. 


"You got so carried away in 


': 
that place with a feeling of 
moral righteousness that it's 


• 
understandable some thought 
what they were doing was good 
for the country," said one 


^ 
disillusioned former Nixon aide. 


I 
"I found myself saying so many 
times, the bureaucracy isn't 
going to help these people. I'm 


; 
going to help them with the 
power of the White House. But it 
was illegal. Where do you draw 
the line? 


"If you did it by the rules and 


regulations, you'd be there 25 
years. We didn't have that time. 
So sometimes you'd fudge and 
say, 'The President wants this 


;? 
done.'" 


Even so, the aide and most of 


his departed colleagues do not 
agree with Gordon Strachan, 
the tall, sad-eyed young man 
who fought tears as he told the 
Senate Watergate committee 
last summer that based on his 
experience at the White House, 
he had this advice for young 
people interested in govern- 
ment service: "Stay away." 


The White House often point- 


ed out that almost one-third of 
the President's staff was 30 or 
under. In 1969 a reporter inter- 
viewed some of 30 White House 
aides with the title of staff as- 
sistant, deputy secretary or re- 
search assistant. Today, only 
about a half dozen remain. 


John R. Price, a former exec- 


utive secretary of the Urban 
Affairs Council and special 
assistant to the President, left 
the administration in 1971. 
Price, now 35 and a vice 
president of Manufacturers 
Trust Co. in New York, was 
interviewed after reading the 
edited transcripts of Nixon's 
Watergate conversations. 


"It's very depressing there 


was not more 
leadership 


shown," he said. "The only 
things that come out is the in- 
stinct for survival ... 


"The supreme irony of the 


Nixon years was brought home 
to me by a memorandum (Dan- 
iel P.) Moyniham wrote to Nix- 
on just 
before 
he 
was 


inaugurated. The gist of it was 
that it was Nixon's task to re- 
store confidence and respect to 
the office of the presidency and 
American institutions." 


Then Price added: "It is time 


for the President to step aside in 
favor of Vice President Ford." 


Of the dozen former Nixon 


staffers interviewed, all be- 
tween the ages of 28 and 35, 
most said they left the White 
House with mixed emotions: 
proud of having worked for the 
president of the United States, 
sickened to see so many of their 
colleagues facing indictments, 
court trials and jail, and 
relieved not to have been 
sucked into the whirlpool them- 
selves. 


I,ee W. Huebner, a former 


Nixon speechwriter, offered 
these reflections on his five 
years in the White House: 
"When I first came to Washing- 
ton, it was a great, glittering, 
glamorous and exciting place. 
When I left, it was sad and 
depressing. 


"Everyone who remembers 


what it might have been is sad- 
dened it hasn't turned out the 
way we wanted it to." 


Huebner, 33, now working for 


the Whitney Communications 
Corp. in New York, said he finds 
it hard to talk about his feeling 
on working for the Nixon White 
House. 


The transcripts of the Water- 


gate conversations are, in 
Huebner's view, "one of the 
most depressing 
things I've 


read. People still have ques- 
tions." 


But of his experience in the 


> White House, Huebner insisted: 


"It is an extraordinary vantage 
point. I feel lucky to have had 
the opportunity. I met a lot of 
fine people there. I learned a 
lot." 


He smiled at the memory, 


then shook his head. He was 
disappointed, he said, that Nix- 
on didn't take a more active role 
in investigating the Watergate 
scandal: "From the day after 
the break-in, we kept waiting 
for someone to raise the roof. I 
regret he didn't take a stronger 
role from the start in con- 
demning it and cleaning it up." 


"For a time, I was mad as 


hell I didn't know more," said 
Robert C. Odle Jr., a former 
Nixon staffer and official at the 
President's re-election com- 
mittee who was the first person 
to testify before the Senate Wa- 
tergate committee. "They could 
have taken me into their con- 
fidence, but I'm glad they 
didn't. 


Odle, a strong defender of the 


President, takes offense at 
those who describe the White 


House "as a dark, fortress-like 
garrison where everyone went 
around with paranoia and 
frowns." 


He scowled at the image. "It 


wasn't like that," he said, rising 
from his chair to pace around 
his ninth-floor office at the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development where he 
has worked since last summer. 
"It was a fine place. They were 
principled people, generally. 


"There 'were few affairs, little 


adultery, little drunkenness. 
Many of the people were 
church-going. I think a few 
individuals went wrong. One or 
two things were done im- 
properly, and people attempted 
afterwards to cover up these 
things. 


"You have to ask yourself in 


conscience. Might the people 
who covered it up not have done 
so if the vultures weren't 
waiting?" 


In Odle's view, the edited 


transcripts "conclusively show 
the President had no more 
knowledge of the scandal than 
he said he had." 


Should Nixon leave office or 


be impeached? 


"I can't think of a greater 


national tragedy ... he said. 


Some of the young people 


who, like Odle, carried the title, 
"Staff Assistant to the Presi- 
dent," have been unable to find 
a job or found potential em- 
ployers wary of anyone with 
White House connections. They 
view themselves as victims of 
guilt by association, even in 
cases where no evidence has 
surfaced to connect them in any 
way with Watergate. 


Jefferey E. Donfeld, 30, a for- 


mer Nixon staffer who worked 
for more than four years on 
Nixon's drug abuse program, 
said he received less than red

He received indications, he 


said, that congressional leaders 
had little interest in awarding 
high government positions to 
any attorneys who had worked 
on the White House staff during 
Nixon's first term. 


At most of the law firms and 


corporations where Donfeld in- 
terviewed, officials insisted on 
knowing if he had done anything 
that would subject him to 
prosecution or unfavorable pub- 
licity. 


"Talk about resentment and 


disgust," said Donfeld, .who now 
works for a Los Angeles law 
firm. "The fact that I served the 
president of the United States 
and committed no illegal acts 
and shouldn't be able to get a 
high position in government, I 
resent that." 


Bobbie Greene Kilberg, a 


Yale Law School graduate who 
worked on Indian affairs and 
other domestic areas, echoed 
the view of many former aides 
when she said that in spite of 
"the stupidity of Watergate," 
she has not lost interest in poli- 
tics. 


"I may run for state legisla- 


ture sometime," said Mrs. Kil- 
berg, now a vice president of 
Mount Vernon College in Wash- 
ington. 


What annoys her, however, is 


when people ask her to justify 
the individual actions of Water- 
gate just because she worked in 
the White House. 


"We've tended to socialize n- 


creasingly 
only with our 


friends," Mrs. Kilberg said. "I 
resent the feeling of having to 
defend the two years I spent in 
the White House as though it is 
something to be ashamed of, 
rather than the beneficial ex- 
perience it was."

Researchers: Alcohol Harms Stomach 


HOUSTON, Tex. 
(AP) - 


Those two or three martinis you 
have before lunch or dinner 
may make you feel great, but 
they're literally killing off part 
of your stomach, according to 
two medical researchers. 


Dr. Linda L. Shanbour, a 


University of Texas physi- 
ologist, and Larry L. Tague, a 
research associate, said con- 
suming cocktails rapidly as 
people do at parties or before 
dinner causes the lining of the 
stomach to erode away and ac- 
tually to start bleeding. 


The researchers based their 


comments on laboratory studies 
done with dogs, but Dr. Shan- 
bour said she felt the effect 
"probably occurs in humans 
also." 


The alcohol itself is not doing 


the mischief, they said in an in- 


terview here. The alcohol 
breaks down a complex trans- 
portation system within cells 
which normally carry acids into 
the stomach. As a result, the 
acids start acting on the gastric 
mucosa, or stomach lining. 


Within 30 minutes after con- 


sumption of two or three mar- 
tinis, they said, parts of the 
stomach lining is rotted away 
by the acid and hemorrhaging 
occurs. 


"If it were not for the rapid 


regenerative capacity of the 
gastric mucosa," said Tague, 
"the incidence of perforation 
and bleeding would probably 
cause ethanol (alcohol) to be 
classified as a poisonous mate- 
rial." 


The damage is healed within 


48 to 72 hours, they said, but will 
reoccur with the next binge of 


drinking. 


Erosion of the stomach mem- 


brane may be the 
primary 


cause of gastritis, an ailment 
she described as "one of the 
major symptoms of the daily 
drinker." 


Morning-after habits of many 


drinkers merely aggrevates the 
ailment, said Tague. Most 
drinkers suffering a hangover 
will reach for an aspirin-based 
drug. 


"Aspirin 
after 
drinking 


heavily is actually the worst 
thing you could do," said Tague. 
"Here you've got a mucosa 
(stomach lining) trying to re- 
pair itself and aspirin aggre- 
vates the problem." 


Instead of aspirin, Dr. Shan- 


bour said the morning-after the 
drinker should reach for some 
bland foods—milk, potatoes, 


bread or hard boiled eggs. 
Food, particularly protein-rich 
food, will help the damaged 
stomach lining repair itself, she 
said. 


The researchers presented a 


paper on their laboratory find- 
ings during the convention here 
Saturday of the Texas Medical 
Association.
